ALUMNI  BANQUET 
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Elizabeth  City  State  Teachers  College  was  elected  to  full  membership  in  the  South- 
ern Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  in  December  1961. 

There  were  385  students  enrolled  at  Elizabeth  City  State  Teachers  College  in  1957- 
58  and  826  in  1961-62. 

There  were  no  students  enrolled  in  the  Vocational-Technical  Institute  in  1957-58 
and  70  in  1961-62. 

There  were  296  dormitory  residents  in  1957-58  and  694  in  1961-62. 

There  were  89  ofT-campus  residents  in  1957-58  and  132  in  1961-62. 

There  were  99  students  enrolled  in  summer  school  in  1957  and  243  in  1961. 

There  were  119  students  enrolled  in  the  freshman  class  in  1957-58  and  313  in  1961- 
62,  the  largest  freshman  class  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

There  were  33  members  of  the  Faculty,  5  members  of  the  Administration,  10  As- 
sistants in  Administration  and  24  members  of  the  Staff  in  1957-58  and  58  members  of 
the  Faculty,  5  members  of  the  Administration,  23  Assistants  in  Administration  and 
24  members  of  the  Staff  in  1961-62. 

There  were  3  members  of  the  Faculty  with  Ph.D.  degrees  in  1957-58  and  14  in 
1961-62.  Two  additional  members  were  completing  the  requirements  for  the  Ph.D. 
degree. 

The  budget  for  1957-58  was  $420,000  and  the  budget  for  1961-62  was  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000. 

$300,000  was  spent  for  renovations  to  Lane  Hall  and  Moore  Hall  in  1961-62. 
West  Lodge,  a  temporary  dormitory  for  men,  was  erected  in  1 960-6 L 


Four  new  faculty  homes  were  built  in  1961. 

A  Language  Laboratoiy  and  a  Reading  Clinic  were  installed  in  1961-62. 

An  automatic  dial  PAX  Intercommunication  Telephone  System  was  installed  in 
1961. 

Elizabeth  City  State  Teachers  College  awarded  B.S.  degrees  in  Business  Education, 
Social  Science  and  Science  for  the  first  time  in  1961-62. 

A  Maintenance  Building  and  an  Auto  Mechanics  Shop  have  been  completed  since 
1957-58. 

An  addition  to  the  Library  has  been  completed  since  1957-58. 

Twenty-five  parcels  of  land,  in  the  \icinity  of  the  college,  for  expansion  purposes, 
have  been  purchased  since  1957-58. 

The  grounds  of  the  college  have  been  landscaped  and  beautified  since  1957-58. 

The  lighting  on  the  campus  has  been  improved  since  1957-58. 

The  Lighthouse  College  Center  program  was  inaugurated  in  1959-60. 

An  annual  Fine  Arts  Festival,  a  series  of  programs  presented  in  the  spring  as  a 
culmination  of  the  activities  in  art,  the  band,  the  choir,  dance,  drama,  and  literature, 
was  established  in  1959-60. 

The  first  public  performance  of  the  Intercollegiate  Music  Association,  whose  mem- 
bers are  Delaware  State  College,  Maiyland  State  College,  Virginia  Union  Univer- 
sity, Virginia  State  College,  Elizabeth  City  State  Teachers  College,  A.  &  T.  College, 
Livingstone  College,  and  Saint  Augustine's  College,  was  given  at  Elizabeth  City  State 
Teachers  College  in  1961-62.
